To the average observer a freight 
car is a very 
com m onp lace 
afiair, 
ami receives bu t a small share 
of 
his attention, 
bu t notwithstanding 
it is, as P. T. P>arnu m wou M say, 
*‘one 
of 
the 
greatest 
things 
on 
e a r t h / ’ 
It can move at the rate of sixty 
miles an hou r, bu t is e(]u ally adap t 
ed to remain stationary on a siding 
for w’eeks at a time; 15,000 miles a 
year is a 
c om m on 
record 
for a 
freight car to travel, and instances 
occu r where cars make as high as a 
mileage of 50,000 or 60,000 miles a 
year. 
T he average mileage, h ow ­ 
ever, is jirobably not over 
t o , 000 
miles a year, or abou t twenty-five 
miles a day. 
'Phis is becau se 
the 
car stands idle abou t 5ve days for 
every one day it is in motion. 
The average life of a freight car, 
with ordinary wear and tear and oc ­ 
casional trip s to the main shop for 
the renewal of 
su ch p arts 
as may 
have become defective, 
is 
in 
the 
neighborhood of eighteen or twenty 
years, bu t there is the p ossibility 
of the car 
being converted 
into a 
shap eless mass before 
it is twenty- 
fou r hou rs old. 
At the p resent lime 
there 
are 
owned and controlled by the rail­ 
roads and p rivate car comp anies of 
America, says the New York Su n, 
nearly 1,250,000 of freight cars, or 
in other words, enou gh cars to make 
two continu ou s trains reaching from 
Boston to San U’rancisco, with an 
engine for every forty-five cars. Of 
this total nu m b er p robably not over 
100,000 are in m ovement day and 
night. 
On a Michigan road a short time 
ago a car had been lost track of 
comp letely, and the most diligent 
search failed to reveal its where­ 
abou ts. 
A farmer 
finally 
volu n­ 
teered the information to the lost- 
car agent that the car he was look­ 
ing 
for 
was 
abou t “ seven miles 
from the track, back in the w'oods.’* 
The agent on investigating the m a t ­ 
ter fou nd this to be the case. 
T he p reviou s wu nter a temp orary 
track seven miles long had been 
laid back in the v?oods from the 
main line to a lu mber cam p .
